Tes will play an equally decisive part 
in the peace is one of the most important 
questions to which the next 50 years will 
supply the answer., The future course of 
Furopean civilization depends upon that an- 
swer. That is why the speeches of Ameri- 
can statesmen are scanned on this. side of 
the Atlantic with an anxious and sometimes 
critical attention that often 
American observer to degenerate into mere 
querulousness.

The 
failure at that time of the Geneva Naval 
Conference was a first serious confirmation 
of the views of those Americans who held 
that the devil could never be cast out 
Europe. 
Angle-French compromise. which was 
naturally interpreted in the United States 
as throwing an even more sinister light 
upon the naval and military policy of the 
armed Western Powers.. Under such cir- 
cumstances, President Coolidge’s pro- 
nouncetuent on Ariaistice day upon Ameri- 
ca’s part, for the future as well as in the 
past, in international affairs requires the 
most careful consideration. 


The general impression which this speech 
conveys is that the United States is now 
definitely farther away from Europe than 
she was 12 months ago, and that this is 
largely the outcome of the abortive Geneva 
Conference and of the Anglo-French Com- 
promise. It is practically certain that pro- 
vision will now be made for the 15 addi- 
tional cruisers of 10,000 tons. President 
Coolidge says definitely that “world stan- 
dards of defense require us to have more 
cruisers.” The cruisers matter less in them- 
selves than for the evidence they give of 
increased suspicion of European motives 
and ambitions. President Coolidge is still 
willing to come to terms over naval dis- 
armament, but he is less hopeful than he 
was.

P@sident Coolidge’s arguments may be as 
lame as those of any European statesmen, 
but they are hardly worth special criticism 
on that account. It is unfortunate that the 
“security” virus should have penetrated so 
far into the American mind, but it is hardly 
for Europe to complatn. What is really 
significant is that this development is the 
natural consequence of developments in 
Europe. So long as the armed peace broods 
over Europe, and so long as European poli- 
cy 4s liable to be dominated by such mili- 
taristic inspiration as governed the Geneva 
Conference and the Anglo-French Compro- 
mise, the United States is bound to be driv-

It is a pity that President Coolidge should 
give bad reasons for holding aloof when 
such good reasons are sufficient. Europe 
is entitled to ask that the United States 
should not utilize her immense resources 
for her persona] advantage alone.

States: 

No Congress of the United 
States ever assembled, on sur- 
veying the state of the Union, 
has met with a more pleasing 
prospect than that which ap- 
pears ati the present time. In 
the domestic field there is tran- 
quility and contentment, harmo- 
nious relations between manage- 
ment and wage earner, freedom 
from industrial strife, and the 
highest record of years of pros- 
In the foreign field there 
is peace, the good will which 
comes from mutual understand- 
ing, and the knowledge that the 
problems which a short time ago 
appeared so ominous are vielding 
to the touch of manifest friend- 
ship. The great wealts created 
by our enterprise and industry, 
and saved by our economy, has 
had the widest distribution 
among our own people, and has 
zone out in a steady stream to 
serve the charity and the bsi- 
ness of the world. The require- 
ments of existence have passed 
beyond the standard of necessity 
into the region of luxury. En- 
larging production {fs consumed 
by an increasing demand at 
home and an expanding com- 
merce abroad. The country can 
regard the present with satisfac- 
tion and anticipate the future 
with optimism. 

The main source of these 
exumpled blessings lies in the in- 
teerliy and character of the 
American people. They have had 
great faith, which they have cup- 
plemented with mighty works, 
They have been able to put trust 
in each other and ‘trust in their 
Government. Their candor in 
dealing with foreign govern- 
ments has commanded respect 
and confidence. Yet these re- 
markable powers would ‘have 
been exerted almost in vain with- 
out the constant co-operation 
and careful] administration of the 
Federal Government. 

We have been coming into a 
period which may be fairly char- 
acterized as a

The enormous savings made 
have not been at the expense of 
any legitinaate public need. The 
Government plant has been kept 
up and many improvements are 
under way, While its service is 
fully manned and the general cf- 
ficiency of operation has in- 
creased, We have been enabled 
to undertake many new enter- 
prises. Among these are the 
adjusted compensation of the 
veterans of ‘the World War, 
which is costing us $112,000,000 
a year; amortizing our liability 
to the civil service retirement 
funds, $20,000,000; increase of 
expenditures for rivers and har- 
bors, including flood control, 
$43,000,000; public buildings, 
$47,000,000, In 1928 we spent 
$50,000,000 in the adjustment of 
war claims and alien property. 
These are examples of a large 
list of items. 

Progress in Foreign Relations. 

When we turn from our do- 
mestic affairs to our foreign re- 
lations, we likewise perceive 
peace and progress. The Sixth 
International Conference of 
American States was held at Ha- 
vana last winter. It contributed 
to a better understanding and 
co-operation among the nations. 
Eleven important conventions 
were signed and 71 resolutions 
passed. Pursuant to the plan 
then adopted, this Government 
has invited the other 20 nations 
of this hemisphere to a confer- 
ence on conciliation and arbitra- 
tiqn. which meets in Washington 
on Dee. 10. All the nations have 
Necopted and the -expectation is 
justified that important prog- 
ress will be made in methods for 
reselving international  differ- 
ences by means of arbitration. 

During the vear we have 
signed ee new arbitration 
treaties, and 22 more are under 
negotiaiion. 

When a destructive and bloody 
revelution latet¥ broke out in 
Nicaragua, at the earnest and 
repeated entreaties of its Gov- 
ernment, I dispatched our ma- 
rine forces there to protect the 
lives and interests of our citi- 
zens. To compose the contend- 
ing parties, I sent there Col. 
Henry L. Stimson, former Sec- 
retary of War and now Gov- 
ernor-General of the Philippine 
Islands, Who secured an agree- 
ment that warfare should cease, 
a national] election should be 
held and peace should be re- 
stored. Both parties conscien- 
tiously carried out this agree- 
ment, with the exception of a 
few bandits who later mostly 
surrendered or left the country. 
President Diaz appointed Brig- 
adier-General Frank R*® McCoy, 
tnited States Army, president 
of the election board, which in- 
cluded also one member of each 
political party. 

A free and fair election has 
been held and has worked out so 
successfully that both parties 
have joined in requesting like 
co-operation from this country at 
the election four years hence, to 
which I have refrained from 
making any commitments, al- 
though our country must be 
gratified at such an exhibition of 
success and appreciation. Nica- 
ragua is regaining its prosperity 
and has taken a long step in the 
direction of peaceful self-govern- 
ment, 

The long-standing differences 
between Chile and Peru have 
been sufficiently composed _ so 
that diplomatic reiations have 
been resumed by the exchange 
of Ambassadors, Negotiations 
are hopefully proceeding as this 
is" written for the final adjust- 
ment of the differences over 
their disputed territory. 

Our relations with Mexico are 
on a more satisfactory basis than 
at any time since their revolu- 
tion. Many misunderstandings 
have been resolved and the most 
frank and friendly negotiations 
promise a final adjustment of all 
unsettled questions. It is exceed- 
ingly gratifying that Ambassador 
Morrow has been anple to bring 
our two neighboring countries, 
which have so many interests in 
common, to a position of confi- 
dence in each other and of re- 
spect for mutual sovereign rights. 

The situation in China which 
a few months ago was so threat- 
ning as to call for the dispatch 
of a large additional force has 
been much composed. ‘The Na- 
tionalist Government has estab- 
lished itself over the country and 


promulgated a new organic law 


announcing a program intended 
to promote the political and eco- 
nomic welfare of the people. We 
have recognized this Govern- 
ment, encouraged its progress, 
and have negotiated a treaty re- 
storing to China complete tariff 
autonomy and guaranteeing our 
citizens against discrimihations. 
Our trade in that quarter is in- 
creasing and our forces are be.- 
ing reduced, 


Pending before the Congress {s 
a recommendation for the settle- 
ment of the Greek debt and the 
Austrian debt. Both of these are 
comparatively small and our 
country can afford to be gen- 
erous, The rchabilitation of 
these countries awaits their set- 
tlement. There would also be 
advantages to our trade. We 
could searcely afford to bé the 
only nation that refuses fhe relief 
which Austria seeks. The Con- 
gress has already granted Aus- 
tria a long-time moratorium, 
which {ft {ts understood will be 
waived and immediate payments 
begun on her debt on the same 


basis which we have extended to 
other countries. 

The Treaty Renouncing War. 

One of the most important 
treaties ever laid before the Sen- 
ate of the United States, will be 
that which the 15 nations recent- 
ly signed at Paris, ana to which 
44 other nations have declared 
their intention to adhere, re- 
nouncing war as a national poli- 
cy and agreeing to resort only to 
peaceful means for the adjust- 
ment of international differences. 
It is the most solemn declaration 
against war, the most. positive 
adherenee to peace, that it is pos- 
sible for sovereign nations to 
make. It does not supersede our 
inalienable sovereign right and 
duty of national defense Or un- 
dertake to commit us before the 
event to any mode of action 
which the Congress might decide 
to he wise if ever the treaty 
should be broken. But it is a 
new standard in the world 
around which can rally the in- 
formed and enlightened opinion 
of nations to prevent their Gov- 
ernments from being forced into 
hostile action by the temporary 
outbreak of international ani- 
mosities. The observance of this 
covenant, so simple and 
straightforward, promises more 
for the peace of the world than 
any other agreement ever nego- 
tiated among nations. 

The first duty of our Govern- 
ment to its own citizens and for- 
eigners within its borders is the 
preservation of order. Unless 
and until that duty is met a 
Government is not even eligible 
to recognition among the family 
of nations. The advancement of 
world civilization likewise is de- 
pendent upon that order among 
the people of different countries 
which we term peace. To in- 
sure our citizens against the in- 
fringement of their legal rights 


So 


at home and abroad, to preserve | 


order, liberty and peace by mak- 
ing the law supreme, we have an 
army and navy. 

Both of these are organized for 
defensive purposes. Our army 
could not be much reduced, but 
does not need to be increased. 
Such new housing and repairs 
as are necessary are under way 
and the five-year program in 
aviation is beng put into effect 
in both branches of our service. 

Navy Deficient in Cruisers. 

Our navy, according to gen- 
erally acecp.ed standards, is ‘de- 
ficient in cruisers. We have 190 
comparatively new vessels, 22 
that are old, and eight to be built. 
It is evident that renewals and 
replacements must be provided. 
This matter was thoroughly can- 
vassed at the last session of the 
Congress and does not need re- 
statement. The bill before the 
Senate with the elimination of 
the time clause should be passed. 
We have no intention of com- 
peting with any other country. 


necessary replacements and t 
meet our needs for defense. 

“The most of national defense 
is stupendous. It has in@reased 
$118,000.000 in the past four 
years. The estimated expendi- 
ture for 1950 is $668,000,009, 
While this is made up of many 
items it is, after all, mostly de- 
pendent upon numbers. Mur 
defensive needs do not call for 
any increase in the number of 
men in the army or the navy. 
We have reached the limit. of 
what we ought to expend for 
that purpcse. 

I wish to repeat again for the 
benefit of the timid and the sus- 
picious that this country «is 
neither militaristic nor impe- 
rialistic. Many people at home 
and abroad, who constantly 
make this charge, are the same 
ones who are even more solicit- 
ous to have us extend assistance 
to foreign countries. When 
such assistance is granted, the 
inevitable result is that we have 
foreign interests. Tor us to re- 
fuse the customary support and 
protection of such _ interests 
would be in derogation of the 
sovereignty of «his nation. Our 
largest foreign interests are in 
the British Fnpire, France and 
Italy. Because we are constant- 
ly solicitious for those interests, 
I doubt if anyone would sup- 
pow that those countries feel we 
harbor toward them any militar- 
istic or imperialistic design. As 
for smaller countries, we certain- 
ly do not want any of them. We 
are more anxious taan they are 
to have their sovereignty re- 
spected. Our entire influence is 
in behalf of their independence. 
Cuba stands as a witness to our 
adherence to this principle.

“The position of this Govern- 
ment relative to the limitation of 
armaments, the results already 
secured, and thd developments 
up to the present time are so 
well known to the Congress that 
they do not require any restate- 
ment, 


Pension Roll an Honor Rell. 

“The magnitude of our present 
system of veterans’ relief is with- 
out precedent, and the results 
have been far-reaching. For 
years a service pension has been 
granted to the Grand Army and 
lately to the survivors of the 
Spanish American War. At the 
time we entered the World War, 
however, Congress departed from 
the usual pension system followed 
by our Government. Eleven years 
have elapsed since our laws were 
first enacted, initiating a system 
of compensation, * rehabilitation, 
hospitalization and insurance for 
the disabled of the World War 
and their dependents. The ad- 
ministration of all the laws con- 
cerning relief has been a diffi- 
cult task, but It can safely bé 
stated that these measures have 
omitted nothing in their desire to- 
deal generously and humanely. 
We should continue to foster 
this system and provide all the 
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facilities necessary for adequate 
care. It is the conception of our 
Government that the pension 
roll is an honor roll. I: should 
include all those who are justly 
entitled to its benefits, but ex- 
clude al] others. 

Annual expenditures for all 
forms of veterans’ relief now ap- 
proximate $765,000,000, and are 
increasing from year to year. It 
is doubtful if the peak of expen- 
ditures will be reached even un- 
der present legislation for some 
time yet to come. Further 
amendments to the existing law 
will be suggested by the Ameri- 
can Legion, the Veterans of For- 
eign Wars of the United States, 
the Disabled American Veterans 
of the World War, and other like 
organizations, and it may _ be 
necessary for administrative pur- 
poses, or in order to remove some 
existing inequalities in the pres- 
ent law, to make further 
changes. I am, sure that such 
recommendations as may be sub- 
mitted to the Congress will re- 
ceive your carefulb consideration. 
But because of the xast expen- 
diture now being made each 
year, with every assurance that 
it will increase, and because of 
the great liberality of the exist- 
ing law, the proposal of any ad- 
ditional legislation dealing with 
this subject should receive most 
searching scrutiny from the Con- 
gress. 

You are familiar with the sug- 
gestion that the various public 
agencies now dealing with mat- 
ters of veterans’ relief be con- 
solidated in one Government de- 
partment. Some advantages to 
this plan seem apparent, espe; 
cially in the simplification 6f ad- 
ministration and in the opportu- 
nity of bringing about a greater 
uniformity in the application of 
veterans’ relief. I recommend 
that a survey be made by the 
proper committees of Congress 
dealing with this subject, in or- 
der to determine whether lezis- 
lation to secure this consolida- 
tion is desirable. 

I'armers Require More Aid. 

The past year has been marked 
by notable though not uniform 
iniprovement in agriculture. The 
general purehasing. power of 
farm products and the volume of 
production have advanced. This 
means not only further progress 
In Overcoming the price dispar- 
ity into which agriculture was 
plunged in 1920-21, but also in- 
creased efficiency on the part of 
farmers and ae well-grounded 
confidence in the future of agri- 
culture. 

The livestock industry has at- 
tained the best balance for many 
years and is prospering conspic- 
uously. Dairymen, beef  pro- 
ducers and poultry men are re- 
ceiving substantially larger re- 
turns than last yvear. Cotton, al- 
though lower in price than at 
this time last year, was produced 
in greater volume, and the pros- 
pect for cotton incomes is favor- 
able. But progress is never uni- 
form in a vast and highly diver- 
sified agriculture or industry. 
Cash grains, hay, tobacco and 
potatoes will bring somewhat 
smaller returns this year’ than 
last. Present indications § are, 
however, that the gross farm in- 
come will be somewhat larger 
than in the crop year 1927-28, 


when the total was $12,255.000,- 


00. The corresponding figure 
for 1926-27 was $12,127.000,000, 
and in 1925-26, $12,670,000,000. 
Still better results would have 
been secured this year had there 
not been an undue increase in 
the production of certain crops. 
This is particularly true of pota- 
toes, which have sold at an un- 
remunerative price. or at a loss, 
as a direct result of over-expan- 
sion of acreage. 

The present status of agricul- 
ture, although greatly improved 
over that of a few years ago, 
bespeaks the need of further im- 
provement, which calls for de- 
termined effort of farmers them- 
selves, encouraged and assisted 
by wise public policy. The Gov- 
ernment has beén and must con- 
tinue to be, alive to the needs of 
agriculture. 


In the past eight years more 
constructive legislation of direct 
benefit to agriculture has been 
adopted than during any otter 
period. The Department of Az- 
riculture has been broadened and 
reorganized to insure greater ef- 
ficiency. The department is lay- 
ing greater stress on the ccon- 
Omic and business phases of 
agriculture. It is lending evory 
possible assistance to co-opecra- 
tive marketing associations, Reog- 
ulatory and research work have 
been segregated in order that 
each field may be served rivore 
effectively. 


I can not too strongly crom- 


mend, in the field of fact find- 


ing, the research work of the De« 
partment of Agriculture and the 
State experiment stations. Tie 
department now receives aun- 
nually $4,000,000 more for re- 
search than in 1921. In ajdi- 
tion, the funds paid to the Stutes 
for experimentation Purpos.s un- 
der the Purnell act consti!ure 
an annual increase in Federal 
payments to State agriculturn:l 
experiment stations of $2.404.- 
000 over the amount appropriat- 
ed in 1921. The program of 
support for research map wisely 
be continued and expanccd. 
Since 1921 we have appropriated 
nearly an additional $2,090,000 
for extension work. and this 
sum is to be increased next year 
under authorization by the Cap- 
per-Ketcham act. 

Surplus Demands Attention. 

While these developments in 
fundamental research. regula- 
tion, and dissemination of ag- 
ricultural information are of 4is- 
tinct help to agriculture. addi- 
tional effort is needed. The sur- 
plus problem demands attention. 


_ As emphasized in my last mes- 


sage, the Government should as- 
sume no responsibility in normal 
times for crop surplus clearly 
due fo overextended acreag~. 
The Government should, how- 
ever, provide reliable informa- 
tion as a guide to private effort; 
and in this connection funda- 
mental research on prospective 
supply and demand, as a guide 
to production and marketing, 
should be encouraged. Expendi- 
ture of public funds to bring in 
more new land should have most 
searching scrutiny, so long as 
our farmers face unsatisfactory 
prices for crops and livestock 
produced on land already under 
cultivation, 

Every proper effort should ve 
made to put land to uses for 
which it is adapted. The refor- 
estation of land best suited for 
timber production is progressing 
and should be encouraged, and 
to this end the forest taxation in- 
quiry was instituted to afford a 
practical guide for public policy. 
Improvement has been made in 
grazing regulation in the forest 
reserves, not only to protect the 
ranges, but to preserve the soil 
from erosion. Similar action is 
urgently needed to protect other 
public lands which are now over- 
grazed and rapidly eroding, 

Temporary expedients, though 
sometimes capable of appeasing 
the demands of the moment, can 
not permanently’ solve the sur- 
plus problem and might seriously 
aggravate it. Hence putting the 
Government directly into  busi- 
ness, subsidies, and price fixing, 
and the alluring promises of po- 
litical action as a substitute for 
private initiative, should be 
avoided. 

The Governmtnt should aid in 
promoting orderly marketing and 
in handling surpluses” clearly 
due to weather nd seasonal con- 
ditions. As a beginning there 
should be created a Federal farm 
board consisting of able and ex- 
perienced men empowered to ad- 
vise producers’ associations in 
establishing central agencies or 
stabilization corporations to 
handle surpluses, to seek more 
economical means of merchan- 
dising, and to aid the producer 
in securing returns according to 
the quality of his. product. A 
revolving loan fund should be 
provided for the necessary fi- 
nancing until these agencies shall 
have developed means of finan- 
cing their operations throug 
regularly constituted credit in- 
stitutions. Such a bill should 
carry authority for raising the 
money, by loans or otherwise, 
necessary to meet the expense, 
as the Treasury has ne surplus. 

Agriculture ha& lagged behind 
industry in achieving that unity 
ef effort which modern economic 
li'e demands. The co-operative 
movement, which is gradually 
building the needed organization, 
is in harmony with public inter- 
est and therefore meriis public 
encouragement. 

Important phases of public 
policy related to agriculture Ne 
within the sphere of the States. 
While successive reductions in 
T’ederal taxes have relieved most 
farmers of direct taxes to th: 
National Government, State and 
local levies have become a Seri- 
ous burden. This problem needs 
immediate and thorough study 
with a-view td correction at the 
earliest possible moment. It will 
have to be made largely by the 
States themselves. 

For Helpful Aid to Business. 

It is desirable that the Gov- 
ernment continue its helpful at- 
titude toward Am*brican  busi- 
ness. The activities of the De- 
partment of Commerce have con- 
tributed largely to the present 
satisfactory position in our in- 
ternational trade. which has 
reached about $9,000,000,000 an- 
nually, There should be no slack- 
ening of éffort in that direction. 
It is also important that the de- 
partment’s assistance to domestic 
commerce be continued. There is 
probably no way in which the 
Government can aid sound 
economic progress more effec- 
tively than by co-operating with 
our business men to reduce 
wastes in distribution. 

Continuing progress in civil 
aviation is most gratifying. De- 
nvands for airplanes and motors 
have taxed both the industry and 
the licensing and_ inspection 
service of the Denartment of 
Commerce to their capacity. 
While the compulsory licensing 
provisions of the air commerce 
act apply only to equipment and 
personnel engaged in interstate 
and foreign commerce, a Fed- 
eral license may be procured by 
anyone possessing the necessary 
qualifications, State legislation, 
local airport regulations, and in- 
surance requirements make such 
a license practically indispens- 
able. This results in uniformity 
of regulation and increased safe- 
tv in operation, which are essen- 
tial to aeronautical development. 
Over 17,000 young men and 

‘omen have row applied for 
““deral air-pilot’s licenses or 
rmits. More than 80 per cent 
0” them applied during the past 
y rie. 
Our national airway system 
exceeds 14,000 miles in length 
and has 7500 miles lighted for 
night operations. Provision has 
been made for lighting 4000 
miles during the current fiscal 
year and equipping an ~ equal 
mileage with radio facilities. 
Three-quarters of our people are 
now served by these routes. With 
the rapid growth of air mail, 
express, and passenger service, 
this new transportation medium 
is daily becoming a more im- 
portant factor In commerce. It is 
noteworthy that this develop- 
ment has taken place without 
governmental subsidies. Com- 
mercial passenger flights oper- 


ating on schedule have reached 
13,000 miles per day. 

During the next fortnight this 
Nation will entertain the nations 
of the world in a celebration of 
the twenty-fifth anniversary of 
the first successful airplane 
flight. The credit for this epoch- 
making achievement belongs to 2 
citizen of our own country, Or- 
ville Wright. 

I desire to repeat my recom- 
mendation of an earlier message, 
that Congress enact the legisla- 
tion necessary to make perma- 
nent the Parcel Post Convention. 
with Cuba, both as a facility to 
American commerce and as ua 
measure of equity to Cuba in the 
one class of goods which that 
country can send here by parcel 
post without detriment to our 
own trade. 

When I attended the Pan- 
American Conference at Havana, 


\the President of Cuba showed 


me a marble statue made from 
the original memorial that was 
overturned by a storm after ‘t 
was erected on the Cuban shore 
to the memory of the men who 
perished in the destruction of 
the Battleship Maine. As a testi- 
mony of friendship and appreci- 
ation of the Cuban Government 
and people he most generously 
offered to present this to the 
United States, and I assured him 
of my pleasure in accepting it. 
There is no lecxtion in the White 
House for placing so large and 
heavy a structure, and I there- 
fore urge the Congress to provide 
by law for some locality where 
it can be set up. 

Wonld Promote Rail Mergers. 

In previous annual messages 
I have suggested the enactment 
of laws to promote railroad con- 
solidation with the view of in- 
creasing the efficiency of trans- 
portation and lessening its cost 
to the public. While consolida- 
tions can and should be made 
under the present law until it is 
changed, yet the provisions of 
the act of 1920 have not been 
found fully adequate to meet the 
needs of other methods of con- 
solidation. Amendments designed 
to remedy these defects have 
been considered at length by the 
respective committees of Con- 
gress and a bill was reported 
out late in the last session which 
T understand has the approval in 
principle of the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. It is to be 
hoped that this legislation may 
be enacted at an early date. 

Experience has shown that the 
Interstate. Commerce law re- 
quires definition and clarifica- 
tion in several other respects. 
some of which shave been pointed 
out by the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in its annual reports 
to the Congress. It will promote 
the public interest to have the 
Congress give early consideration 
to the recommendations there 
made. 

The cost of maintaining the 
United States Government mer-* 
chant fleet has been steadily re- 
duced. We have established 
American flag lines in foreign 
trad® where they had never be- 
fore existed as a means of pro- 
moting commerce and as a naval 
auxiliary. There have been sold 
to private American capital for 
operation within the past few 
years 14 of these lines, which. 
under the encouragement of the 
recent legislation passed hy the 
Congress, give promise of con- 
tinued successful operation, Ad- 
ditional legislation from time to 
time may be necessary to pro- 
iote future advancement under 
private control. 


Through the co-operation 
the Postoffice Department and 
the Shipping Board long-term 
contracts are being made with 
American steamship lines for 
carrying mail, which already 
promise the construction of 15 
to 20 new vessels and the grad- 
ual re-establishment of the 
American merchant marine as a 
private enterprise. No action of 
the Nationgl Government. has 
been so beneficial to our ship- 
ping. The cost is being absorbed 
to a considerable extent by~-the 
disposal’ of unprofitable lines 
operated by the Shipping Board, 
for which the new law has made 
a market. Meanwhile it should 
be our policy to maintain neces- 
sary strategic lines under the 
Government operation until they 
can be transferred to private 
capital.

In my message:last vear T ex- 
pressed the view that we should 
lend our encouragement for more 
g00d roads to all the principal 
points on this hemisphere south 
of the Rio Grande. “My view has 
not changed. The Pan-Ameri- 
can Union has recently indorsed 
it. In some of the countries to 
the south a great deal of prog- 
ress is heing made in road build- 
ing. In others engineering fea- 
tures are often exacting and fi- 
nancing difficult. As those coun- 
tries enter upon programs for 
road building we should be ready 
to contribute from our abundant 
experience to make their task 
easier of accomplishment. I 
prefer not to go into civil life to 
accomplish this end. We already 
furnish military and naval ad- 
visers, and following this prece- 
dent we could draw competent 
men from these same sources 
and from the Department of Ag- 
riculture. 


We should provide our south- 
ern neighbors, if they request it, 
with such engineer advisers for 
the construction of roads’ and 
bridges. Private interests should 
look with fayor upon all reason- 
able loans sought by those coun- 
tries te open main lines of travel. 
Such. assistance should be given 
especially to any project for a 
highway designed to connect all 
the ceuntries on this hemisphere 
and thus facilitate intercourse 
and closer relations among them..

The friendly relations and the 
extensive commercial intercourse 
with the Western Hemisphere 
to the south of us are befng fur- 
ther cemented by the establish- 
ment and extension of air-mall 
routes. We shall soon have one 
from Key West, Fla., over Cuba, 
Haiti, and Santo Domingo to San 
Juan, P. R., where it will con- 
nect with another route to Trini- 
dad. There will be another 
route from Key West to the 
Canal Zone, where connection 
will be made with a route across 
the northern coast of South 
America fo. Paramaribo. This 
will give us a circle around the 
Caribbean under our Own con- 
trol. Additional cennections will 
be made at Colon with a route 
running down the west coast of 
South America as far as Concep- 
cion. Chile, and with the French 
air mail at Paramaribo running 
down the eastern coast:of South 
America. The air service already 
spans our continent, wth later- 
als running to Mexico and Cana- 
da, and covering a daily flight of 
over 28,000 miles, with an aver- 
age cargo of 15,000 pounds. 

Our river and harbor improve- 
ments are proceeding with vigor. 
In the past few years we have 
increased the appropriation for 
this regular work $28,000,000, 
besides what is to be expended 
on flood control. The total ap- 
propriation for this year was 
over $91,000,000. The Ohio Ri- 
ver is almost ready for opening; 
work on the Missouri and other 
rivers is under way. In accord- 
ance with the Mississippi flood 
law Army engineers are making 
investigations and surveys on 
other streams throughout the 
country with a view to flood con- 
trol, navigation, waterpower, and 
irrigation. Our barge lines are 
being operated under generous 
appropriations, and negotiations 
are developing relative to the St. 
Lawrence waterway. ‘To secure 
the largest benefits from all 
these waterways joint rates must 
be established with the railroads, 
preferably by agretment, but 
otherwise as a result of congres- 
sional action. 

We have recently passed sev- 
eral river and harbor bills. The 
work ordered by the Congress, 
not yet completed, will cost about 
$243:000,000, besides the hun- 
dreds of millions to be spent on 
the Mississippi flood way. Un- 
til we can see our way out of 
this expense no further river 
and harbor legislation should be 
passed, as expenditures to put it 
into effect weuld be four or five 
years away, 

Irrigation of Arid Lands. 


For many.years the Federal 


Government has been committed 


to the wise policy of reclama- 
tion and irrigation. While it 
has met with some failures due 
to unwise selection of projects 
and lack of thorough soil sur- 
veys, so that they could not be 
placed on a sound business basis, 
on the whole the service has 
been of such incalculable benefit 
in so many States that no one 
would advocate its abandonment. 
The program to which we are al- 
ready committed, providing for 
the construction of new projects 
authorized by Congress and the 
completion of old projects, will 
tax the resources of the reclama- 
tion fund over a period of years. 
The high cost of improving and 
equ'pping farms adds to the dif- 
ficulty of securing settlers for 
vacant farms on Federal pro- 
jects. 

Readjustments authorized by 
the reclamation relief act of May 
25, 1926, have given more favor- 
able terms of repayment to set- 
tlers. ‘These new financial ar- 
rangements and the general pros- 
perity on irrigation projects have 
resulted in increased collections 
by the Department of the Inter- 
ior of charxyes due the reclama- 
tion fund. Nevertheless, the de- 
mand for still smaller yearly 
payments on some projects con- 
tinues. These conditions should 
have consideraiion in connection 
with any proposed new projects.

Through the Bureau of Edu- 
cation of the Department of the 
interior the Federa] Government, 
acting in an informative and 
advisory capacity, hag rendered 
valuable service. While _ this 
province belongs peculiarl to 
the states, yet the promoti of 
education and efficiency in edv- 
cational methods is a general re- 
sponsibility of the Federa} Gov- 
ernment. A survey of Negro 
colleges and universities in the 
United States has just been com- 
pleted by the Bureau of Educa- 
tion through funds provided by 
the institutions themselves and 
through private sources. The 
present status of Negro higher 
education was determined and 
recommendations were made for 
its advancement. This was one 
the numerous co-operative 
undertakings of the bureau. Fol- 
lowing the invitation of the As- 
sociation of Land Grant Colleges 
and Universities, the Bureau of 
Education now has under way 
the survey of agricultural col- 
leges, authorized by Congress. 
The purpose of the survey is to 
ascertain the accomplishments, 
the status, and the future ob- 
jectives of this type of educa- 
tional training, It is now pro- 
posed to undertake a survey of 
secondary schools, which educa- 
tors insist is timely and essen- 
tial. 

We have laid out a public 
building program for the District 
of Columbia and the country at 
large running into hundreds of 
millions of dollars. Three im- 
portant structures and one annex 
are already under way and one 
addition has been completed in 
the City of Washington. In the 
country sites have been acquired, 
many buildings are in course of 
construction, and some are al- 
ready completed. Plans for all 
this work are being prepared in 
order that it.may be carried for- 
ward as rapidly as possible. This 
is the greatest building program 
ever-.assumed by this nation. It 
contemplates structures of utility 
and of beauty. When it reaches 
completion the people will be 
Well served and the Federal city 
will be supplied with the most 
beautiful and stately public 
buildings which adorn any cap- 
ital in the world. 

The Indian and the Negro. 

The administration of Indian 
affairs has been receiving inten- 
sive study for several years. The 
Department of the Interior has 
been ble to provide better su- 
pervision of health, education 
and industrial advancement of 
this native race through addi- 
tional funds provided by the 
Congress. The present co-oper- 
ative arrangement existing be- 
tween the Bureau of Indian Af- 
fairs and the Public Health 
Service should be extended. The 
Government’s responsibility to 
the American Indian has been 
acknowledged by annual in- 
creases in appropriations to ful- 
fill its obligations to them and 
to hasten the time when Federal 
supervision of théir affairs may 
be properly and safely termi- 
nated. The movement in Con- 
gress and in some of the state 
Legislatures for extending re- 
sponsibility in Indian affairs to 
states should be encouraged. A 
complete participation by the In- 
dian in our economic life is the 
end to be desired. 

For 65 years now our Negro 
population has been under the 
pecullar care and solicitude of 
the National Government. The 
progress which they have made 
in education and the professions, 
in wealth and in the arts of 
civilization, affords one of the 
most remarkable incidents in 
this period of world history. 
They have demonstrated their 
ability to partake of the advant- 
ages of our institutions and to 
benefit by a free and more and 
more independent existence. 
Whatever doubt there may have 
been of their capacity to assume 
the status granted to them by 
the Constitution of this Union 
is being rapidly dissipated. Their 
co-operation im the life of the 
nation is constantly enlarging. 

Exploiting the Negro problem 
for political ends is being aban- 
Goned and their protection is 
being increased by those states 
in which their percentage of pop- 
ulation is largest. Every encour- 
agement should be extended for 
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the development of the race., 
The colored people have been 
the victims of the crime of 
lynching, which has in late years 
somewhat decreased. Some 
parts of the South already have 
wholesome laws for its restraint 
and punishment. Their example 
might well be followed by other 
States, and by such immediate 
remedial legislation as the Fed- 
eral Government can extend un- 
der the Constitution. 

America’s Foreign Possessions. 

Under the guidance of Gov- 
ernor-General Stimson the eco- 
nomic and political condittons of 
the Philippine Islands have been 
raised to a standard never be- 
fore surpassed. The co-opera- 
tion between his administration 
and the people of the islands is 
complete and harmonious. It 
would be an advantage if relief 
from double taxation could be 
granted by the Congress to our 
citizens doing business in the 
islands. 

Due to the terrific storm that 
Swept Porto Rico last September, 
the people of that island  suf- 
fered large losses. The Red 
Cross and the War. Department 
went to their rescue. The prop- 
erty loss is being retrieved. 
Sugar, tobacco, citrus fruit and 
coffee all suffered damage, The 
first three can largely look after 
themselves. The coffee growers 
will need some assistance, which 
Should be extended strictly on a 
business basis, and only after 
most careful investigation. The 
people of Porto Rico are not 
asking for charity. 

It is desirable that all the le- 
gal activities of the Government 
be consolidated under the super- 
vision of the Attorney-General. 
In 1870 it was felt necessary to 
create the Department of Jus- 
tice for this purpose. During the 
intervening period, either 
through legislation creating law 
officers or departmental action, 
additional legal positions not un- 
der the supervision of the Attor- 
ney-General have been provid- 
ed until there are now over $009. 
Such a condition is as harmful 
to the interest of.the Govern- 
ment now as it was in 1870, and 
should be corrected by appro- 
priate legislation. 

In order to prosecute the oil 
cases, I suggested and the Con- 
gress enacted a law providing 
for the appointment of two spe- 
cial counsel. They have pursued 
their work with signal ability, 
recovering all the leased lands 
besides nearly $30,000,000 in 
money, and nearly $17,000,000 
in other property. They find 
themselves hampered by a stat- 
ute, which the Attorney-Gen- 
eral construes as applying to 
them, prohibiting their appear- 
ing for private clients before 
any department. For this rea- 
son, one has been compelled to 
resign. No good result is se- 
cured by the application of this 
rule to these counsel, and as Mr. 
Roberts has consented to take 
reappointment if the rule is ab- 
rogated I recommend the pass- 
age of an amendment to the law 
creating their office exempting 
them from the general rule 
against taking other cases’ in- 
volving the Government. 

The Fighteenth Amendment. 

The country has duly adopted 
the eighteenth amendment. 
Those who object to it have the 
right to advocate its modifica- 
tion or repeal. Meantime, it is 
binding upon the national :nd 
governments and all our 
inhabitants. The Federal en- 
bureau is/making ev- 
effort to prevent violations, 
through smuggling, 
manufacture and transportation, 
and to prosecute generally all 
violations for which it can se- 
cure evidence. It is bound to 
continue this policy. Under the 
terms of the Constitution, how- 
ever, the obligation is equally on 
the states to exercise the power 
which they have through the 
executive, legislative, judicial

With- 
out this, our prosperity would be 
lost. We must extend to other 
countries the largest measure of 
generosity, moderation and pa- 
tience. In addition to dealing 
justly, we can well afford to 
walk humbly. 

The end of governme.t to 
keep open the opportunity for a 
more abundant life, Peace and 
prosperity are not finalities; they 
are only methods. It is too easy 
under their influence for a na- 
tion to become selfish and de- 
generate. This test has come to 
the United States. Our country 
has been provided with the re- 
sources with which it can en- 
large its intellectual, moral and

|»: order to become a good 


basketball player, one must | 
practice fundamentals  con- 

stantly. The qualities of a good 
basketball player are knowledge 
of the game, skill and physical 
Stamina. Knowledge of the 
game includes knowledge of 
the rules, offensive and defen- 
Sive systems, strategy and zen- 
eralship. Skill means skill in 
shooting, passing, dribbling 
footwork, handling the ball, 
cleverness and agility. Physi- 
cal stamina has to do with con- 
dition, ability. to play when 
tired, endurance, steadiness, 
ability to take punishment, to 
play better when losing and to 
have grim determination. The 
individuals of a championship 
team usually rate high in all 
these qualities. These qualities 
are developed by studying the 
game as you practice, and by 
constant prartice on funda- 
mentals. 

The ability to handle 
ball well is the primary fu 
mental of basketball. Its control 
is vital. The defense and of- 
fense are entirely dependent 
upon it.

Y SISTER and I are invited

month. It is to be at the bride’s 
home and though not at all osten- 
tatious, will be “‘up to the minute” 
so to speak. 

1. Will you kindly tell us what 
will be appropriate to wear, how 
soon we should go to the house be- 
fore the nuptials take place, what 
to say to the bride and groom, and| 
when to say it? 

2. Is it proper to &iss the bride 
if she is a close friend? 

3. What does one do to the gifts 
they give the bride? READER. 

1. You do not say whether the 
wedding is to be in the daytime or 
evening. Since it is to be an “up 
to the minute” wedding, wear your 
most formal afternoon clothes—an 
ensemble or a dress and coat—if 
the wedding is a daytime one, and 
evening clothes, if after 7 o’clock 
in the evening. ‘You should arrive 
at the house about.15 or 20 min- 
utes before the hour named. 

To the bride, after the ceremony, 
you offer your “best wishes for 
your happiness,” and to the groom 
“congratulations.” What you add 
to these two conventional and ac- 
cepted phrases, depends on how 
well you know them.
